Tux typhoon season wi!l soon bo upon’ ua, 
and this fact, couplod with recent romarks, 
prompts us ty ask whethor the Government 
has given any Considoration to the subject 
of a harbour of refuge for tho incroased 
curgy boats and steam launches which ply 
the Harbour. Every typhoon that comes 
within 300 miles of the Colony emphusizes 
tha need ‘of aome further sccommodation 
for small craft in stormy weather than is 
provided at Causeway Bay.’ At the font meet- 
ing of the Wharf and Godown Conipany, it 
was stated that the Company alone sustained 
damago, mostly to launehos and lighters, 
during the typhoon of Noveniber last, to 
tho amount of $10,000. 1f this happens to 
the craft of an important company whose 
boats are, presumably, well. found and 
manned, the destruction wrought among 
the craft of poorer owners, less able to bear 
the loss, must bo appalling, and would cor- 
tainly justify a cunsiderable expenditure, 
if any means’ could be fouud to avert those 
H.E Sir Henry Blake's 
telegrnin to the Colonial URice in Novem- 
ber showed that he realised the disastraus 
effeets uf the typhoon upon all classes in 
the Culony, and we beliove we are right in 
stating that it was upon hia initiative that 
a typhoon fund wag suarted for the relief of 
tho sufferers, Would not it be a far more 
buainess-like proceeding to adupt measures 
to mitigate these recurring losses? We be- 
lieve that, some time ago, Mr R. K. Leigh, 
through the iuedium of tho Chamber of 
Commerce, proposed that o breakwater 
should be built to onclore a consider- 
ablo area at Kennedy Town. A harbour 
such «a position would 
have the great advantage of being to 
leeward instead of to windward at the 
commencement of a blow. It was found, 
however, that tho depth of water, 
4 to 6 fathoms, would necessitate such an 
amount of walling as to make the cost of 
the scheme prohibitive. It has been sug- 
gested tu us that Yaumati Bay would be « 
more suitable site, A large amount of 
small craft lies thore in perfect safoty dur- 
ing an ordinary typhoon, being well 
sheltered from the north-east by the land, 
but when the typhoon centre passes close 
to the Colony, as did that of Novomber 
last, and the wind gets round to tho south- 
weat, the sholterod bay forms a veritable 
death trap. We believe a breakwater 
could be built here in 24 fathoms of water 
to enclose any area desired. Though not

accessiLle during an easterly gale than is 
Causoway Bay, and is already the home for 
a large number of native boats. We believe 
such a breakwator could bo built at 8 cost 
of somewhere , between $100,000 and 
$200,000. We commond tha scheme to the 
serious consideration of the Government. 
Regarded in the mature of an insurance 
fund, the harbour of rofugo would justify 
the money spent upon its construction.

JAPANESE. ADMINISTRATION 
i). IN FORMOSA. : 
_.Heatility to-Europeans.— 
(From an Occasional Corr: apondent.) 
No doukt you. have heard of the very 
strong anti-foreign policy boing carried 
out inthis. 1sland,, the. Government mak- 
ing no sccrot of their souttments, and desire 
to fros themselves of Occidental presence. 
Even unofending missionaries would ecm 
not to be oxcmpt from jealousy, and illwill, 
and it looka ss though various plans are 
boing resorted te to gratify these feelings |. 
The Chinese have (in this respect, I 
think) an usjustifiable distrust of Japanese 
medical abilities, and while thoy como free- 
ly to missioniry hospitals, do not, with but 
few exceptions, enter the public, official 
institutions. Accordingly regulations and 
provisions have beon mado by which itis 
hoped the forcign cstablishments may he 
etippled, as under these enactments induc” 
ments have beon given to native dispensers 
and attendants to leave, All this, thou-h 
dono in a way that docs not lend itself to 
very tangible resintance, is an important 
straw, showing the way the wind of anta- 
gonism ‘i# blowing. Hore, too, as in sll 
cases whore forcign injuiry is sought, 
monoy, to be supplied by Government, iano 
object; hence, although the present vory 
comfurtable, excellently equipped and 
sorved Jupancss hospitals are almost de- 
serted, 80 far as Chinese ure concerned, 
yot, a sum of 250,008 yen is to be deyotod 
to erecting’ a new buildingy &e, the 
grandeur and generat attractivenoss of 
which will, it is hoped, suecced in shutting 
up the missionary Ivatitutions’ Well, this, 
though scarcely creditable to a civilised, 
not to say commonsense, administration, 
cannot ke practically objected to, and need 
not, we think, seriously alarm us,” suppos 
ing a fair ficld be othorwise afforded ; but 
looking at the motives which ayowedly in- 
spire the measure, it would s.em to bea

official feeling which has lntely expandod 
into x much more reprehensible form of 
activity such as T now go on Lo describe. 

Tho hoatile interferonce of police is ap- 
parently to be ovoked in futuro to-varry 
out the anti-foreign campaign, and even 
the most respected and respectable mem- 
bors of our community sre—selected as the 
first subjocts for experiment. 
> The Rov. William Campbell, F.2.G.S., 
has resided for 30 years in Formosa, carry- 
ing on his labour of love amongst the Chi- 
nese with well-known success. To speak 
of the general respoct and affectica with 
which the is regarded would bo unneces- 
aary, in view of Mr Camphell’s wall-astab- 
lished public standingand fame, As far as 
tho Chinese are concerned, though Mr 
Campbell never -directly nor indirectly 
mixes himself up with official or political 
matters, he ia undoubtedly much liked and 
trusted. Ho is welcome wherever he likes 
to go; nay, is oarnestly invited to come, 
and both by his own followers and those 
who make no profession of belonging to his 
crocd., As ia well known even in some of 
the plain-lands of Formosa, and, of course, 
in aboriginal territory, and in the districts 
on the frontier thereof,. Japanose prosenco 
is much resented, and, indeod, in some 
places hoa beon solemnly and by mutual 
consent contracted out ; but such antipathy 
does not oxtend to foreigners generally, nor 
is thelr excluaion sought cither by Japanese 
professed desire or that of the inhabitants, 
This affection for aud confidence in for 
cigners by tho nativoss standing as it dees 
in such contrast to that which obtains to 
Japanese, is apparently ono of the causca 
of the dislike the ‘latter entertain towards 
their Western co-residents. As a fact, no 
forcignors, not even missionaries, & ak to 
go into aboriginal territory, or, to any great 
extont, into the autouomous districts on 
the plain-landa, and certainly if. they se go 
(say to Evtpehon or Hakka regions) they 
ato only doing what the Treaty entitles 
thom to do, what they have freely dene 
during past years, and -what tho sJonancss 
profeas to be very willing thoy should con- 
tinue to do 

We make the above prefatory remarks in 
order to shaw how absolutcly devoid of 
even a shadow of excuse the outrnge wo 
new go on to narrate must bo | 

In tho couree of his routine visitations, 
Mr Campbell went to Tung-si-kah, a plaice 
in Mid Formosa about 90 miles from Tai- 
nan. Fle had no intention or desire tv go 
{nto aboriginal torritary. While speaking 
with o Chinese friend in the streeta of the 
village, the police (Japanese) came and 
brasquely informed him that their chick 
wanted him ta go to, his ofico at-ones.. Mr 
Campbell replied ; t Very well, I ‘will come 
directly.” Without ‘another ‘word, the 
police deized him by the hands, and drag- 
ged iin off in close. custody down a streat 
crowded with onlookers. Arrived at the 
office, Mx. Campbell was thrust into ® room 
in.which were Feveral prisoners (Chineso) 
in manaclea, When it suited the sonven- 
ionce of the Chief of Police, he came in, 
and. with” indescribable brutality. and 
| violence proceeded tointerrogato Mr Camp- 
bell as to where ha came from, whe he was, 
and where he was going, winding up by 
demanding hiv passport. Mr Campbell 
reminded tho efficial that no passports were 
needed now, and gave the other informa- 
tion required. It was obviously the inten- 
tion of tho: irxte: Inspector to lock Mr 
Campbell up with the malefactors .slrealy 
in custody, but, evenlualty, on the carnest 
advice of a Japanese schoolmaster, who 
hsppened to bear: of the. trouble aud 
came running round, Me Campbell was 
allowed te go sway. Le

With a aimoltancity that -would- almost 
acem to point to pro-orrangemont, A ByUI0- 
what similar occurrones took placo at 
Takow, many miles away from Tang-si-kah, 
whore with upparontly little or no reason 
the police suddenly. summoned 4. forgigner 
to appear at their office at a stated hour, 
and threatened that his non-appesrancs 
would‘ be punished as iademennour |’ 
Tho suthmons was in writing, aud bore on 
the faco of it tho threat mentioned, but 
gave no ressons for ite issue, On boing 
applicd to, tho police rofused. to give thia, 
and asa matior of fact it has been discovar- 
ed aincothoyhadnone! Until Mc Campbell's 
and this lastincidont, nothing of the kind 
has ever beon attempted by the police, nor 
does it appear that thore is any legal justi- 
fication for such arbitrary ongoings.. 

Coupled witl: the foregoing, wo must not 
forget tha well-marked hostility which haa 
undoubtedly percolated down from the offi- 
cial bnreaux to the lower-class Japaneso, 
‘and culminating in tho wickéd and wholo- 
aale destruction of the graves and monu- 
ments in the Takow Cemetery. Such a 
thing has novor occurred before during all 
the time foreigners have bgen in Formosa, 
and for the matter of that, has been un- 
known in: China itself pace the disturbed 
conditions that may, at various times, have 

rovailed, until. the Chinese insurgenta at 
Peking did the same thing there! The 
Japanese, thorefore, have the unenvinble 
claim to tho précedont thoy first seta year, 
before the Boxer atrocitios, and which ont- 
rage, Lam sorry to tell you, continues with 
increasing malignity. The police, although. 
frequently spoken to, scem to treat tho 
affair with atolid indifference. Tt would bo 
diflicult for me to give you in the apaco ab 
my disposal’ even a condensed description 
of all the annoyances, abstractions and 
othor displays of Japsnose illwill towards 
foreigners, No doubt, you have heard how 
trade has been stagnated and interfered 
with, I believe it is trae that the Island’s 
finances aro in a deplorable conditivn. Of 
course, thero is no credit, for no security 
offered could bear a moment's scrutiny. 
Still, thonvy seems to goon being wasted 
on anti-foreign measures! The Japsnese 
* man in tho street’ is ever shrieking ‘ Ya- 
mato damashi,’ which, I believe, is sup- 
posed to betoken patriotism, and, strangor 
than ever, the cry common iniths old Sho- 
gun days. ‘Honour the Mikado and ex- 
althe Barbarian |’ ia once more to be 
heard in overyday talk and in journalistic 
expressions.
